Among 
those which have been used success­ 
fully for this purpose are desert wil­ 
low, tamarix or salt cedars, native 
pin**, lilac, fruit trees,

other plants native to the locality or 
well adapted. 
In areas free of root 
rot, the Chinese elm is a strong fav­ 
orite because of its rapid growth. All 
planting* should include several va­ 
rieties of trees, because it is unwise 
to depend on any single variety, the 
specialist says.

J. M. Peterson, of Midland, (Mid­ 
land county), reports he has two 
grade Holstein cows which he uses 
for perm anent nurse cows. He says 
these cows have solved his calf rais­ 
ing problems since each cow feeds 
about 12 calves during the year. This 
allows three months for each group 
of calves and three months for rest­ 
ing and calving. Mr. Peterson says 
this method of raising calves saves 
time and money.
